Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement'with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every Instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to OfTioe action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32)

- An indication whether an agreement wds reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the intennew (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

it is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the intennew 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the intennew.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. McWha faxed'the examiner proposed claims, to which the 
examiner does not believe the claims overcame the prior art of record. Mr. McWha argued that Sugo does not teach a 
flexible sheet that can be folded for the animaj to hide in. The examiner stated that Sugo teaches a mat made of 
cellulose fabric from the carboxyl groups but not the specific detail how one can fold the mat to create crevasses for the 
animal to hide in, however. Ito et al. were combined with Sugo for the sheet being folded as shown clearly in Ito et aL's 
fig. 4. Mr. McWha argued that Ito's sheet does not have soft members as added to the claim. The examiner stated that 
fig. 4 of Ito shows the sheet being divided in sections/portions, these sections/portions can be considered the soft 
members. Mr. McWha argued that Sugo does not teach the no less than 0.1 do temperature holding property. The 
examiner stated that applicant's specification failed to disclose criticality to this range, thus, it would have been obvious 
for one skill in the art to have the sheet of Sugo as modified by Ito et al. with this temperature holdirig property range, 
depending on the desired temperture one wishes to have for the animal and depending on the animal. Mr. McWha 
argued that temperature holding property in this range is critical because figs. 4-5 of applicant's clearly show such 
importance. The examiner stated that figs. 4-5 do not show temperature holding property graph. Instead, figs. 4-5 show 
deodorizing property graph. Mr. McWha stated that if he incorporate deodorizing property range, would the case be in 
condition for allowance since Mr. McWha does not believe that Sugo teaches deodorizing property. The examiner 
stated that the whole invention of Sugo is about a deodorizing material for a mat, thus, clearly, Sugo teaches 
deodorizing property. In conclusion, Mr. McWha and the examiner did not agree on allowable subject matter.
